Speed Plane 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Air Force is spending $30 mil­ 
lion this year to develop a high­ 
speed aircraft with advanced 
radar to detect bombers attack­ 
ing the United States. 
Called AWACS — for airborne 
warning and control system — 
plane would pick up approach­ 
ing enemy aircraft, track them 
and send out supersonic U.S. 
fighters to destroy them. 
Defense planners believe the 
development effort will lead to a 
revamping of the existing con­ 
tinental air defense composed of 
ground radars and older inter­ 
ceptors. 
The cost could range up to $4 
billion if a decision were made 
to proceed with production and 
deployment of the system, now 
in the research state. Protection 
against the bomber threat is vi­ 
tal in the missile area. 
Military men say an attacking 
enemy likely would hit the Unit­ 
ed States first with ballistic mis­ 
siles then send in manned bomb­ 
ers to complete the destruction. 
The airborne warning aircraft 
will, it is hoped, carry what the 
Pentagon calls “ overland ra­ 
dar," 
computers, 
information 
display systems and far-reach­ 
ing 
communications 
to com­ 
mand squadrons of jet intercep­ 
tors with speeds up to 2.500 
mph. 
The New York Times said 
earlier today that the Johnson

Violence To Campus 


Menlo-Atherton High School on the 
San Francisco Peninsula was closed 
two days last week and reopened with 
only half the students in attendance. 
School officials predicted it will take 
two weeks to get back to normal. 
San Jose State College cancelled a 
football game with University of Texas 
at El Paso, scheduled for the Spartan 
stadium. 
Menlo-Atherton High School closed 
because of a campus race riot in which 
about 50 students were injured severe­ 
ly 
enough 
to 
require 
emergency 
hospital 
treatment. 
San Jose State 
cancelled the ball game for fear of 
similar disorder at the stadium. 


BLACK POWER obviously has mov­ 
ed to the campus. 
So far. it has not made itself felt 
in Marin. At Tamalpais High School, 
the county’s only high school with 
a sizable Negro minority, there has 
been no hint of agitation since the 
term started, according to Principal 
Robert H. Prather. 
The 
issues 
that 
closed 
Menlo- 
Atherton High and disrupted San Jose 
State's football 
schedule were 
dif­ 
ferent. but both were linked to race 
prejudice. 
Menlo-Atherton Negro students are 
mostly from an area of .Menlo Park 
east of Bayshore Freeway. It so hap­ 
pens that the area is within two miles, 
but over one and one-half miles, from 
both Menlo-Atherton High, which is 
in Atherton, and Ravenswood High, 
in East Palo Alto. Troubles that follow­ 
ed opening of Ravenswood High with 
a vocational-oriented curriculum caus­ 
ed 
Sequoia 
High 
School 
District 
trustees to give the students a choice 
of which school they attend. 
The district bussed students living 


over one and one-half miles from 
school. But this year, as an economy 
measure, it cut out buses for those 
living within two miles. This denied 
bus 
service 
to 
the 
predominantly 
Negro area in Menlo Park. 
This 
sparked 
a 
student 
strike, 
vociferously 
backed 
by 
the 
local 
chapter of the National Association 
for Advancement of Colored People. 
It exploded into violence a week ago. 


THE STUDENTS AND the NAACP. 
however, did not stop with the bus 
issue. 
They 
demanded 
courses 
in 
Negro history and culture, required 
for all students. The trustees did not 
act on this demand when they restored 
the bus service to reopen the school. 
At San Jose State, the issue was 
unequal treatment of white and Negro 
athletes. 
Negro 
spokesmen 
com­ 
plained that after being recruited to 
attend 
San 
Jose 
(with 
a t h l e t i c 
scholarships as lure), they were assign­ 
ed inferior housing and not allowed 
at social events for white athletes. 


BOTH COMPLAINTS had 
merit. 
The bus decision worked a hardship 
on the Negro students. Certainly it 
is unconscionable for a college to hold 
out lures to Negro athletes, then treat 
them as inferiors. (Involved here is 
the whole question of athletic proselyt­ 
ing at U. S. colleges, which is a mess as 
odorous as mistreatment of racial min­ 
orities.) 
But 
it 
is 
disconcerting 
to 
sec 
violence and threat of violence again 
achieve their ends. It is frightening 
to see mob rule replace reason. 
This is the route Black Power has 
chosen to take. And every time it 
wins by this route, law, democracy 
and civilization itself are that much 
more weakened. 


No Trouble For New York? 


Speaking of credibility gaps: 
Dr. Horris Ingraham, co-administra­ 
tor of New York’s Medicaid program, 
in San Francisco Friday for a confer­ 
ence called by Governor Reagan, de­ 
clared that New York is having no 
trouble financing the program. 
But five days earlier, in a front

story, 
the 
New 
York 
Times 
reported upstate counties are facing 
bankruptcy in financing Medicaid. 


AFFAIRS OF STATE 


The reason behind the difference: 
in New York, counties and localities 
bear 25 per cent of the cost of the 
medical aid plan but have nothing to 
say 
about 
fees 
or 
standards 
for 
participation. 


Maybe Governor Reagan was not 
so far off in forecasting that Medi-Cal 
will eventually bankrupt California if 
not placed under tighter controls. 


Reagan Would Change Concept 


Of Welfare For All Who Want It

Something of a revised attitude 
in the state's approach to the 
welfare problem is being urged 
by Gov. Ronald Reagan 
In brief, the governor is urg­ 
ing welfare for people who 
justly deserve assistance, and 
those people only.

In fact, it probably has been 
subconsciously in the minds of 
the taxpaying public ever since 
the beginning of the liberal 


welfare giveaways back in the 
1930s.

lederal and state bureaucracy 
and a concept that the drone 
should be given the same con­ 
sideration as the worker.

Prescription Costs

With reference to the letter 
of Mr. Lional Strongford of

obvious 
that 
M r . 
Strongford 
is 
a 
victim 
of 
m i s i n f o r m a t i o n . With 
reference to the Medi-Cal pro­ 
gram 
and 
specifically 
the 
pharm acist’s 
handling 
o f 
welfare prescriptions. I would 
like to correct the points made 
by Mr. Strongford. 
No. 1 — According to state 
law, a pharmacist may place 
the physician’s name on any 
prescription if it is telephoned 
to 
the 
pharm acist 
by 
the 
doctor. This is the case in 


most w e 1 r a r e prescriptions 
which come from convalescent 
hospitals. 
No. 2 — Although physicians 
m a y 
prescribe 
name-brand 
medication instead of generic 
medication, the welfare laws 
state that a pharm acist must 
use generic medication where 
possible. The welfare prescrip­ 
tion form carries authorization 
in 
writing 
so 
that 
t h e 
pharm acist 
may 
do 
t h i s 
without asking the doctor. 
No. 3 — There are very few 
over-the-counter 
medications 
which are authorized under the 
current Medi-Cal program . By 
state law the price that the 
pharm acist charges the state 
for authorized over-the-counter 
medication must be the retail 
price 
which 
any 
customer 
would pay. 
I would like to point out 
to Mr. Strongford that less 
than 6 per cent of the Medi-Cal 
budget 
is 
used 
for 
drug 
payments. 
If 
G o v e r n o r 
Reagan s recent Medi-Cal cuts 
are 
approved by 
the 
State 
Supreme Court the drug cost 
will be only 1 per cent of 
the entire program. 
In my 
mind it would be impossible 
to cut prescription costs any 
lower than that without doing 
away with the entire Medi-Cal 
program!

WASHINGTON — The 
U.S. is studying the feas* 
i b i l i t y 
of 
a 
defense 
against nuclear missiles 
for all or part of Western 
Europe and Japan. 
Administration officials say 
that, although there would be 
many problems associated with 
such a move — political, finan­ 
cial, and technical — it could 
be done. 
They estim ate the cost at 
anywhere from $3 billion to 
$12 billion, depending on the 
size and type of such an “ outer 
ring” missile defense system. 
Thus far the U.S. has not 
committed itself to such a pro­ 
gram , but 
is m e r e l y 
in­ 
vestigating 
its feasibility 
in 
case its NATO allies and Japan 
express interest. 
The multi-billion dollar ques­ 
tion of a missile shield for 
Europe 
and 
Japan 
is 
an 
outgrowth 
of 
the 
Johnson 
Administration’s 
decision 
to 
build the so-called "thin” line 
missile 
defense 
around 
the 
U.S. 


PROPONENTS IN the ad­ 
ministration look to such a 
system as a possible unifying 
factor among Western Europe. 
Japan, and the U.S. Also it 
could, they say, extend and 
improve the proposed missile 
defense system for the U.S. 
Opponents contend Western 
European 
and J a p a n e s e 
leaders have in the past show­ 
ed little interest in developing 
a missile defense s y s t e m 
because of the huge cost, and 
have, instead, appeared con­ 
tent to rely for defense on 
the deterrent power of the U.S. 
Building 
of 
a 
European 
missile defense system would 
again raise the question of put­ 
ting nuclear missiles into West 
German hands. 
Proponents, however, argue 
a 
defense 
system 
can 
be 
designed so its missiles would 
destroy themselves if fired on 
any 
unauthorized 
trajectory, 
thus preventing their use as 
s u r face-to-surface 
missiles. 
The safety devices would also 
render the w a r h e a d s in­ 
operative if they were removed 
from the defense missiles. 


LINKING THE SYSTEM - 
The U.S. has already spent 
more than $2.2 billion develop­ 
ing the Nike-X advanced anti­ 
missile system for limited de­ 
ployment around the country. 
U n d e r 
an 
“ outer-ring” 
defense plan prepared by the 
Joint Chiefs oi Staff, the U.S. 
would offer Nike-X technology 
to the NATO nations and Japan 
and help finance development 
of their systems. The Nike-X 
system uses long-range radar. 
Presumably the “ outer ring” 
would extend the effectiveness 
of this system. 


S O V I E T DEVELOPMENT 
— The Soviet Union is already 
installing 
a 
similar 
defense 
system 
around 
its 
territory 
which should be operational by 
the end of the year. 
Once 
this 
Russian 
anti­ 
missile system is ready, as 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff warn­ 
ed Congress recently, it will 
tend to neutralize the value 
of the relatively few missiles 
planned by France and Britain. 
Only the American strategic 
force with its large number 
of 
missiles 
containing 
ad­ 
vanced penetration d e v i c e s 
would have a reasonable pros­ 
pect of piercing such a defense. 
Thus Europe would lose its 
independent 
deterrent 
a n d 
governments, especially Brit­ 
ain 
and 
France, 
would 
be 
forced 
to consider 
m a j o r 
changes 
in 
their 
f u t u r e 
military and political strategy 
toward Russia.

The liability for in 
heritance or estate taxes is 
present in all co-owned property 
and should be determined by 
a lawyer or Internal Revenue 
officiai.
